Nevertheless, Kinney said, the 
new Red proposal "is the biggest 
step I’ve seen” for solving the 
buffer zone question. 
The Communist proposal was 
based on their version of the cur­ 
rent battle line.

that

state or municipal, should collect 
more in taxes year after year than 
is necessary for the economical 
and efficient operation of that gov- 
erment.

It is important that action be tak­ 
en by the General Assembly be­ 
fore it adjourns if there is to be 
immediate tax relief.

while the sixth is a joint operation 
of the United States and Denmark. 


The stations, manned by an equal 
number of technicians from each 
government, were established in

mission of the U. S. Navy. Task 
Group, commanded bv 
Captain 
Walter C. Ford, U. S. N. of Buf­ 
falo, New York, was composed of 
the Atka, a navy Icebreaker; The 
East Wind, a coast guard Icebreak­ 
er; USS Wyandot, and the USS 
Acheenar, cargo ships and the USS 
Nesplen, a tanker. 
Supplies for the 
coming year 
were unloaded at central weather 
stations at Thule, Greenland and 
Resolute Bay, Cornwallis Island. 
From these central points sup­ 
plies for the satellite stations are 
.flown by 
planes of the 
United 
States and Royal Canadian Air 
Force. The Outposts will be sup­ 
plemented by fall and spring air­ 
lifts. 
Enroute to the Joint W eather 
Stations ships encountered heavy 
ice in Lancaster Sound and Bar­ 
row 
Strait. 
They 
arrived 
at 
Resolute Bay, August 7, 1951, an 
earlier date than 
any previous 
resupply mission. 
Long range ice reconnaissance 
for the Task Group was flown by 
aircraft of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force.

—The answer to how to stop 
j'tball season’s offensive fad, 
the SMU spread, may be found in 
Saturday’s Missouri - Maryland 
game. 


One of the game’s most astute 
defense planners, M aryland’s Jim 
Tatum, is working today on the 
problem. It’s the toughest he’s 
struggled with this season, he says. 
“Ifs a different type of foot­ 
ball entirely,” said Tatum look­ 
ing worriedly at a diagram brought 
back by his scouts. “It makes your 
line no good and creates a 
new 
pass receiving zone.” 
The spread which SMU showed 
to millions in its telecast upset of 
Notre Dame is like touch football. 
Pass, pass, pass. 
The ends 
spread wide. 
Two 
backs station themselves behind 
one and another behind the op­ 
posite end. They all dash down- 
field when the ball is centered to 
the fourth back standing way back 
by his lonesome. 
Coach Don Faurot of Missouri 
saw it work when SMU beat his 
team 34-0. He must have decided 
if you can’t beat ’em, join ’em be­ 
cause he adopted it and sprang it 
on Nebraska last week. 
Used only 18 times in the first 
half, it produced four touchdowns 
and set up a 35-19 Missouri Vic­ 
tory. 
How do you 
stop it? 
Coach 
Tatum hasn’t figured it out yet. 
“You can’t just rush the passer 
because then he’ll dump a short 
screen pass and away they go. If 
we tear up our defense to meet just 
that, then they’ll come out in their 
regular split T and run.” 
As he figures it, the two ends 
run deep to take the halfbacks 
and safety with them. That creates 
a new zone of reception between 
them and the short linebackers. 
Normally, Coach Tatum says he 
concedes the opposition the short 
passes to protect against all-the- 
way jobs. 
“But in this SMU spread, the 
short passes are to the halfbacks 
who then are capable of scoring 
on a broken field run. So we have 
to do something about them .” 
Coach Tatum hinted he had an 
idea what to do. He naturally de­ 
clined to 
reveal it, but 
boasted 
“we’ll catch more of their passes 
than they will.” 
T here’s some basis for his con­ 
fidence. Four of the five 
teams 
able to score against Maryland so 
far have done so only once each. 
And M aryland has intercepted 17 
passes in those games.
